HF,«RI DE BOURBON. COURT DE CHAM 
BOKD-A : KF.ICH OF HIS HISTORY— HIS 
PERSONAL APPEARANCE, HABITS AND 
DAILY LIFE. 

Henri Charles Ferdinand Dicndorme, Duke 
of Bordeaux, was born at the Palace of the 
Tuilerics in Paris, September 29, 1820. He is 
the son of Charles Ferdintnd d'ArloU, Duke 
de Berri, second son of King Charles X and of 
Marie Caroline de Bourbon, Princess of Naples. 
The title of Duke de Bordeaux was given him 
in honor of the city of Borbeaux, where the 
white Hag — the royal standard of the Bourbon 
family — was hoisted first in the year 1814. 
The title of Count de Chambord is derived 
from the Chateau Chamhord, which property 
was acquired by means of public subscription 
nnd offered spontaneously by the people iu 1821 
as a gift to Henri of France. Immediately 
after the outbreak of the revolution in 1830. 
when King Charles X was compelled to take 
tlight, he found a first refuge at Rambouillet. 
There the King and his eldest son, the Duke 
d'Augoleme, heir presumptive to the Crown, 
ahdicatedon August 2, 1830, in favor of the 
Duke do Bordeaux, who, from that date, took 
the title of Henry V. 

LOUIS rHlLIPPE"8 ELEVATION. 

The events of the July revolution brought 
forward the Duke of Orleans, Louis Philippe, 
who, while called to exercise the functions of 
Lieutenant General of the Kingdom, was in- 
vested with the trust to obtain from the people 
the recognition of the claims of the young 
Prince. Owing to some ingenious m»:iage- 
inent, however — a final trick ofold Talleyrand 

ihe crown was tendered to Louis Philippe 

himself, and accepted by him from the hands 
of members of the legislative body. 

EXILE. 

Henri V, therefore, had no alternative but 

to follow his grandfather into exile. Residing 
fir t at Holyrood Castle, Scotland, they moved, 
in 1833 to Prague, the Capital of Bohemia ; 
thence to Kirchherg, and finally, in 183B, to 
Goritz in Steyermark, Tyrol, where the old 
king died in the same year. 

The father of Henry V, the Duke de Berri, 
had been assassinated in February, 1820, sev- 
eral months prior to the birth of the prince, 
who was thus left to the care of his mother. 
Assisted by the Comptc de Barante, Duke de 
Levis and the General Latour Foissac, this 
lady assumed the duty of giving the prince a 
proper education. He was brought up in an 
unostentatious way, and with the view to com- 
plete his education started on a long series of 
travels. Accompanied by his preceptors he 
visited in succession England, Germany, and 
Italy, settling finally at Koine in the year 1838, 
where he sojourned at the Conti Palace fur a 
period of several months. He remnir.el in 
Bpitc of protests and demonstrations made by 
the Government of France. M. Chahnud- 
Latour (then ambassador of France accredited 
to the pope), in a moment of irritability 
went even so far as to threaten personally 
the Holy Father, and to intimidate him with 
menaces in case favors were evtended to fbt 
prince. Nevertheless, Henri V continued to 
receive deputations from nil points of Europe, 
especially from France. Ho was visited by 
numerous influential friends and adherents, and 
his advent to public life may be dated from 
that period. Making his appearance, as he 
did, before the world as a descendant in direct 
line of Louis XIV, be challenged considera- 
tion. 

ix 1843 

The Prince moved to London, where, at a res- 
idence in Belgravia, a regular pilgrimage of sev- 
eral thousand Frenchmen brought him nguin 
conspicuously before the political world. He rose 
rapidly to some importance, when, towards the 
end of 1843, Mr. de Larcy, accompanied by four 
other deputies — Chateaubriand, De Valniy, 
ISerrycr, and 1 itz James — waited on the prince 
in London. The event was looked upon as a 
demonstration of a hostile character, and 
roused in the highest degree the anger of Mr. 
Quizot, then Prime M inister of Louis Philiippe. 
The action of the five deputies being denounced 
in open session, the gentlemen had no altcrna 
tive but to tender their resignations. In spite 
of the apparent indignation caused by their 
Bourbon proclivities, the people re-elected the 
live deputies. It is worthy of observation that 
Mr. de Larcy holds under M. Thiers at tl is 
moment the portfolio as Minister of Public 
Works. 

IX 1845 

the death occurred of the Prince's uncle, the 
Duke of Angouleme, who, while in exile, had 
lived under the title of Comte de Marr.es. 
Shortly thereafter the Comte de Chambord no- 
tified the great powers and other cnbinets that, 
as head of the Bourbons, he protested against 
the usurpation of power in France, and against 
the dynastic changes which had taken place — 
declaring at the same time that he should 
never, under any circumstances whatsoever, re- 
nounce his rights to the throne of France — 
those rights divine claimed in virtue of his 
birth and the ancient laws of the country — 
adding, however, that he was unwilling to ex- 
ercise those rights until, according to his con- 
science and to his conviction, the moment had 
arrived when his presence might veritably be- 
come useful to France. Until that moment was 
near he desired to preserve the name and title 
of Comte de Chambord in his relations with 
foreign courts. Having launched this notifica- 
tion, the Bourbon family left Goritz nnd took 
up a residence nt Frohsdorf, the property of an 
old French family named de Blacas, devotedly 
attached to the Bourbons. 

THE PRINCE MARRIED 

November 10, 1845, at Gratz, in Tyrol, Maria 
Theresa, Princess of Modena. The confiden- 
tial friends of the Prince, especially the Duke 
de Levis, have often been blamed in having 
favored the marriage, undue influence being 
ascribed to those friends. The objections to 
the Princess are twofold— the Italian blood and 



the fact that she is the superior in age by two 
years. Another cause of lamentation is that 
the Prince has no heirs. With no succession 
the race of St. Louis becomes extinct at the 
demise of Henry V. These facts were severely 
discussed at the period the marriage took 
place. They led to much controversy, and a 
voluminous correspondence evidenced a large 
amount of irritability among the party. 

THE PERSONAL APPEARANCE 

of the Connt de Chambord is agreeable and 
without anything striking. Easy and graceful 
in his movements, with a very slight inclina- 
tion towards embonpoint, he is in stature slight- 
ly above the middle height. A high forehead, 
remarkably smooth, with a total absence of any 
signs of care or anxiety ; nose slightly aquiline; 
his eyes are brilliant and penetrating, yet de- 
noting kindness and generosity; his voice is 
sonorous and peculiarly attractive; his English 
is unimpeachable. Ever since his marriage he 
has continued to reside at 

lROHSDORF, 

and it is regarded as his homo. The winter 
months he usually spends at Venice ; the early 
part of the spring is devoted by the Count and 
Countess to traveling, while during the summer 
months and the fall the residence at Frohsdorf 
is their favorite sojourn; and, while the utmost 
simplicity prevails throughout all the arrange^ 
ments of a comfortable home, no sacrifice is 
made to the demands of regal traditions.

Nature sympathizes with 
the temper of man, which is fierce, belligerent 
and cruel. The milk of human kindness has 
run dry. The world ceases to run on the prin- 
ciple of sunshine and attraction, and is driven 
onward by the fierce energy of mutually repel- 
lent and hostile forces". Even the gentle sex 
is showing symptoms of the common infection. 
When will things mend? 



Longevity. — In every 2.178 people in the 
United States there is one over 90 years of age, 
In every 25,000 people there is one over 100 
years old. In our 250,000 people in Hamilton 
county there arc about ten persons who are 
morally certain to live a century. Contrary 
to the general opinion, the number of aged 
women exceeds that of aged men.

GOVERNOR LESLIE AND KNOW -NOTHING - 
ISM-GEN. HARLAN AND THE CINCIN- 
NATI RAILROAD. 

The Louisville Commercial o' Saturday 
has a very serious leader, headed "Personal," 
in which it suluiits a proposition to us, to 
the effect that we, the editor ot' the Yeoman i 
siall write to Governor Leslie, and ask him 
whether or nit he ever was a member of a 
Know-Nothing lod^e, or whether he did not 
work for Governor Morehead. Wc respect- 
fully decline to accede to the request tor the 
reason that: when G >vernor Leslie was nomi- 
nated for t!io position for which he is proving 
him.slf so worthy by his able canvass, wo 
had a full conversation with him in respect to 
his political antecedents, and he informed us 
explicitly that ho never had been a Know- 
Nothing, either by association or in sentiment, 
and we regarded this declaration as covering a 
denial of all that the Commercial has since 
charged. Upon the strength of that conver- 
sation we give a sketch of Gov. Leslie's life_ 
in which we substantially reproduced what he 
had told us, and we feel as fully authorized 
to deny the charges made by that paper as if 
we had it specifically so stated over Governor 
Leslie's sign minm'. We shall not imply, 
by a further reference to him of the subject 
even the idea that we believed him capable of 
concealing (rom us a fact inconsistent with his 
ample statements upon the general subject — 
i»r shall we, by inditing such a letter and 
awaiting a reply, admit, even by implication 
t'lat Governor L;slio shall, in tha interva', 
o;:upy an equivocal position. 

When the Commercial, a short time after 
making these charges, in reply to the denial o > 
them by a Djiti icraticjournal, virtually with- 
drew them by saying that they had been 
nude in a "spirit o( contention," we did no 
believe that it would re >p.'n the subject; but 
having done so, we invite it to proceed just as 
it would if it hid b-jlore it such a letter from 
Goiemor Leslie, as we are satisfied it would, 
pronouncing the whole thing unfounded. Let 
it cjnsid-'r the issue joined and pioceed with 
its proof. Having appealed to us in the 
matter, wo hope it will recognize us as com- 
petent to traverse this charge, and proceed 
to make it good or withdraw it entirely. 

And now, alter having so far responded to 
the spirit o( the Commercial's request as to 
give it the opportunity of marshalling its 
proof as to Governor Leslie's record without 
aw,iiting the uncertainty of a letter reaching 
him on his distant canvass, wo feel embol- 
dened to ask it to leturn the favor- Gen Har- 
lan has been pronounc ing himself as the friend 
of the Cincinnati Southern Railroad, and ar- 
raigning Governor Leslie for having voted 
against it. It is stated upon the authority of 
the Danville Advocate, that Gen. Harlan was 
himself, at the time Governor Leslie was 
a Senator, opposed to the passage of the bill 
by the Kentucky Legislature. Certain it is 
that Gen. Harlan was never numbered among 
the friends who came here and exerted their 
influence in its behalf Now, will the editor 
of the Commercial or some fiiend as fully au 
thorized to speak for him, as we feel ourselves 
to bj 'or Governor Leslie, write to (Jen. Harlan 
and procure a letter denying or admitting the 
charge- The difference in the two cases is, 
that in one case the proof accompanied the al- 
legation, the Advocate giving the time at 
which and the person to whom Gen Harlan 
expressed his opposition to the road, while i 
whether from a mere spirit of contention or 
not, the charge against Governor Leslie has 
been made without any specification or sup- 
port than its mere bold assertion. 



Kentucky War Claims.— A special from 
Washington of the 15th says : "Secretary 
Boutwell has done nothing yet in respect to 
the Kentucky war claim, but said he would 
try to examine the question to-day. lie told 
Mr. Beck yesterday he would treat the cusj 
as if it had been before him on the 30th o f 
June. So far he has disclosed no opposition 
to the claim, and the indications are that he 
will pass it, notwithstanding the unworthy 
efforts of tho Kentucky Itadicals to prejudice 
it in public estimation.' 



A PLEA FOR JUSTICE. 
The Louisville Commercial of Saturday 
published in its local column?, and without 
editorial comment or credit to any other jour- 
nal, what we regard as a most foul and 
slanderous libel upon the character of Jeffer- 
son Davis. We say this because not only do 
wc believe from our personal knowledge ofhis 
character that he would not be guilty of the 
conduct ascrilied to him, but because the 
story, with all its carefully arranged details- 
bears internal evidence of its own, falsity. As 
regards its publication in the Commercial, we 
are forced to conclude that its editor either 
did not know of its insertion, or if he did, 
that he did not believe a word of it. Bcliev- 
'ng it, he should not as he ought not have let 
the opportunity pass to moralize upon such a 
subject, instead of leaving it solely to his local 
to dilate upon the moral turpitude of a man 
who could thus doubly forfeit the life-long 
respect of those who know him and violate 
the sacred confidence of a friend. Endeared 
to us as Mr. Davis has been by years of long 
personal acquaintance, during which *e hav e 
known him as a man morally pure in word 
and deed, could we believe that he had 
committed tiie act of which he is thus charged, 
or was capable of such conduct, we should 
renounce him forever and blot his name from 
our memory. But until it comes to us in 
less questionable shape and with less evidence 
of being tho malicious fabrication of some 
heartless fund, we shall not believe a word 
of it, and shall ask all who valuo truth to 
suspend judgment until the character of Mr- 
Davis is authoritatively relieved of such a 
foul slander, or until it is confirmed beyond 

any reasonable doubt.

GOV. BRAHLETrE AND COL. DAWSON ON 
THE STDMF. 

Elsewhere wo publish a list of appoint- 
ments, by which it will bo seen that Governor 
Uranilettc and Col. Dawson are announced 
for eight speeches, beginning at ISurksville on 
Saturday next, and speaking at Albany. 
Jamestown, Columbia, Greensburg, Campbells- 
ville, Uodgenville, and EliZiibclhlown, closing 
at the latter placs on the 1st. The list is a 
good one, and embraces a section of the State 
but little touched by our candidates, whcr e 
the services of these gcntlem-n will be very 
effective, including, as it does, Governor l!ram- 
lette's former home as well as that of Col. 
Dawson. We predict for them large audi- 
ences, and that when the returns of the 
election come in, the Democratic vote in these 
counties will attest their valuable service to 
the cause. In this connection it is proper to 
say that Col. Dawson at one.'ima contem- 
plated visiting the mountains, in response to 
the urgent invitation of our friends there;

THS W00DE0RD RACE FOR THE LEG- 
ISLATURE—AN ADJUSTMENT. 

We are glad to see by. the following, from 
the Lexington Press of yesterday, that the 
unfortunate complication which has existed 
in Woodford in regard to the Democratic 
nomination for the Legishturo has been 
adjusted by the withdrawalof bolh candidates 
and their submission of the whole question to 
the County Committee. This is as it should 
be, and as we believed the good sense of the 
gentlemen who have been at issue would lead 
them to decide. At a time like this the 
Democracy should avoid contests based upon 
mere personal is-ucs, and thus endanger the 
triumph of Radical candidates where there 
would otherwise be no hope for them :

Discussion Last Nioiit. — In accordance 
to appointment. Hon. J no. Hodman and lion. 
Win- Krown, candidates for Attorney General, 
spoke last night at the court-house to a lar;;e 
audience, notwithstanding the fact that a 
report had become circulated that there would 
be no speaking. The debate was opened by 
Mr. Rodman, who spoke an hour, and was 
followed by Mr. Brown, each having fifteen 
minutes for reply. The lateness of the hour 
at which the debate closed prevents our giving 
a detailed report of their speeches, to which 
wc may speak hereafter. Each speaker was 
warmly applauded by his respective fiiends, o 
whom Mr. Brown had a large number fiom 
tho colored population, and everything passed 
off pleasantly and quietly. The gentlemen 
speak at Lawrenceburg to-day. 

Jls£f»\Ve regret to announce that in conse- 
quence of sickness in his family, Hon. John 
Young Brown will be unable to take part in 
the canvass this summer. In accordance 
with the invitation of the Central Committee, 
he had expected to make a number of speeches 
in Central Kentucky, and had been announced 
for several; but by a letter received from him 
Saturday by a friend in this city, we learn, 
and are requested to announce, that he will 
not be able to attend the appointments made 
for him nor to mako others. This is to be 
regretted, as among all the gallant sons of 
Kentucky who sustain the Democratic cause 
there is none whom the people would turn 
out in greater numbers to hear, or who could 
more eloquently rouse them to their duty at 
this hour.

THE DANGERS OF THE HOUR. 

Who would have believed that here in this 
year of grace, 1871, a Congress would be found, 
who would dare confer upon the President, in 
time of profound peace, the' power to declare 
martial law, and suspend the writ of habeas 
corpus nt his option anywhere in the United 
States? And yet this is precisely the power 
lliat has been conferred upon Grant under the 
infamous Ku-Klux bill. 

When the plan came from the convention to 
the States, it was objected to as not contain- 
ing a Bill of Rights, such as that for example 
appended to the Constitution of the State of 
Massachusetts ol" that day, which in thirty 
clauses of the most comprehensive character, 
lays down that unreasonable searches and 
seizures of men's persons, houses and paper*, 
shall not be allowed, that the liberty of the 
press is not lo be restrained, that the power of 
suspending the laws and declaring martial law 
can be exercised only by ihe Legislature, or 
under their direction, aud other elemental posi- 
tions. 

But the framers of the Constitution of the 
United Slates thought these precautious un- 
necessary. They deemed it sufficient to estab- 
lish only institutions which were liberal and 
free. They did not provide against martial 
law, for in their work they did not suppose 
their fellow-citizens would look for il. And 
in this way it is, that in the Federalist , No. 84, 
Hamilton answers the objection to ihe Consti- 
tution, that it contained no caveat against 
tyranny. "Bills of Rights,'' he says: 

"Are in their origin stipulations between 
kings and their subjects, abridgements of pre- 
rogative in favor of privilege, reservations of 
rights rot surrendered lo the pi inee. Such was 
Magna Charier, obtained by i lie barons. SWofld 
in hand, from King John. Such were the sub- 
sequent confirmations ot that charter by suc- 
ceeding princes. Such was the Petition of 
Rights assented to by Charles the First in the 
beginning of his reign. Such, alsj, was ihe 
Declaration of Rights presented by the lords 
and commons to the Prince of Orange in 1088. 
It is evident, therefore, that, according to their 
primitive signification, they have no application 
to constitutions professedly founded upon the 
power of the people, and created by their im- 
mediate representatives and servants. Here, 
in reality, the people surrender nothing, and 
as they retain every thing, thejf have no need 
of particular reservation.' 1 

The States, however, were jealous, their peo- 
ple skeptical, they said that some day, by ihe 
door of implication, Federal lyranuy would 
enter and thej demanded and obtained a Bill 
of Rights, il is stipulated that the rights not 
expressly granted to ilie Central Government, 
or prohibited to the States, are reserved lo the 
States or tile people, and that the enu nciation 
in the Constitution of certain rights be not 
construed to disparage those retained by ihe 
people. Thus the dour seemed lo be birred. 
It the Federal Government had only the 
powers which expressly were granted, and the 
States and the people had all the rest, bow 
could they be oppressed '.' Tbere was nothing 
granted which could be converted lu oppres- 
sion. But an instinct, nu undefined iipprtbca* 
sion of what was to cumc in 1801. dhi nut let 
them stop here. They went on, and bj eifiht 
of ihe ten amendments erected birriets against 
abuses. They have been violated, jtllUOSl every 
one of them, in the last decade. 

And now comes the crowning OQlragP, the 
cap sheaf of the calamities inflicted upon liberty 
by Ihe unprecedented clauses ol tins most 
monstrous bill, which authorize Grant, at his 
option, to suspend the great writ of ri^bt, nud 
declare martial law in any State in this Union. 
And yet, in the face of such unprecedented 
and unwarranted giants as these, tbere are 
men so blind and stupid us not to perceive the 
danger there is in entrusting this mere soldier, 
who has not the slightest idea of the limitations 
upon power, with such extraordinary powers 
as these. — Xew York Ncics. 



NEW iUND OF POLITICAL LYING. 

{From »hc St, Louis Republican J 
Although Mr Jeirerson Davis lias really no 
connection whatever with the Democratic 
party, and from his poH'icaJ opinions and the 
demands, real or fancied, of his special histor- 
ical position, is most unlikely ever lo have any, 
yet the Radical presses and slangwhangeis 
generally are evidently preparing lo make 
what capital they can out of his real or as- 
serted utterances. It is becoming evident that 
much of their campaign ammunition will con- 
sist of political lies about the ex-chief of ihe 
Southern Confederacy, and the first specimen, 
a tolerably sturdy one, is found in a recent 
Washington letter to the New York Tribune, 
on the prospects of the Radicals iu the elections 
of this year, and is ns follows: 

In all these elections advices received here 
indicate an activity greater than is usual dur- 
ing ihe year preceding a presidential cam- 
paign. Probably the 'new departure' of Jeff. 
Davis, as well as that of the Ouio Democracy, 
has tended to cause this unwonted vigor. The 
light in which the former regards il may be 
seen in the following notable words, as given 
in a letter from a most respectable source, re- 
ceived here within a few days by a piominenl 
head of a bureau in one of the departments : 
'While Davis was recently swinging round the 
Coufederate circle, laudibly engaged in retiring 
the Southern heart,' he stood sponsor to the 
child of an intimate friend residing in Ihe 
neighborhood of Chattanooga. A conversation 
ensued on the prospects of the South. The 
friend was gloomy, and the rebel ex-president 
cheered him witn : 'Never mind, my dear 
Colonel; il will nil come out ri^ht. We have 
recovered a portion of our ground. j\t the 
next election we will get back every Southern 
State Legislature. We can impeach Ihe Rad. 
ical Governors, and I assure you lliat if I live, 
I fully expect lo be, within five years, reimtated 
as President if the Southern Confederacy.' The 
person from whom this statement comes is 
credited with being thoroughly trustworthy. 
There is little doubt that Jelf. Davis did utter 
words in substance such as are given above, at 
the time and on the occasion indicated.'' 

Of course this absurd tale is probably a pure 
invention, or if true, records merely an exag- 
gerated pleasantry designed to divert a melan- 
choly friend. Unfortunately for the success of 
the lie-factory established in the Radical inter- 
est. Mr. Davis himself has demolished it by the 
following letter: 

"Memphis, June 22, 1871. 
' Major W. T. Walthall: 

"My Dear Sib: With sincere thanks for 
the kind consideration shown by the Mobile 
Franklin Society, I feel compelled to decline 
ihe Invitation to deliver a public lecture before 
the association. 

•'It surely would not be difficult, with the 
freedom you allow in the selection of a sub- 
ject, to avoid any expression which could 
fairly be used to the injury of any Southern 
friends, but il would hardly be possible, under 
existing circumstances, to prevent my words 
from being abused for such a purpose. 

•'Hopefully looking forward to the better day 
when such restraints shall no longer exist, I 
beg you to make my acknowledgement: accep- 
table to your associates, and to accept for your- 
self assurances of the high regard with which 
I am your friend. 

"JEFFERSON DAVIS." 

Whatever Mr. Davis may think proper to 
say when the lime comes lo which he alludes 
its one at which restraints on his utterances 
shall no longer exist, he evidently has deter- 
mined that he will make none now. Whether 
those future speeches shall consist purely of 
explanations of his action in the late civil war, 
or arguments in favor of reviving political 
theories buried under the carnage of a great 
civil war, is of no present moment. He em- 
phatically announces that he takes no part in 
present conflicts, and is conscious that his do- 
ing so would merely be used to the injury of 
his own Southern friends. The Radicals, 
therefore, may at their leisure manufacture 
tales of his unguarded expressions at family 
festivities— with or w ithout the obvious loop- 
hole for escape from conviction for lying, which 
is seen in the proviso that he uttered "in sub- 
stance ' the words charged. The answer to 
them all will be, that the Democracy is not 
responsible for the acts of Mr. Davis, and that 
he himself declares his purpose to remain 
entirely silent aud inactive iu our political COB- 
t sts.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE RICHMOND BAR ON 
THE DEATH OF MAJOR S. TURNER. 

At a meeting of the Richmond bar, held at 
the court house on Saturday last, the following 
proceedings were had: 

On motion, Colonel J. W. Capcrton was 
elected Chairman, "and T. J. Scott, Esq., Sec. 
retary. 

The following resolutions were then offered 
by Judge E. W. Turner, and unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved, That we have heard with deep pain 
and regret of the death of nn old and most 
respected member of this bar, Major S. Tur- 
ner, and that we hereby leuder lo his be- 
reaved widow and family our condolence and 
sympathy. 

Resolved, That a committee of live be ap- 
pointed by the Chair to prepare and have pub- 
lished in the Kentucky Register a brief me- 
morial of the deceased. 

Resolved, That we attend the burial in n 
body, and tender our services us pall-bearers lo 
ihe deceased. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions 
and of the memorial be furnished the family 
of deceased, and that the different courts of 
this county be requested to spread them upon 
their order-books. 

Iu accordance with the second resolution, 
the following gentlemen were appointed lo 
prepare a notice of the deceased, viz : C. H. 
Breck, F. W. Turner, Win. Cbenault, W. B. 
Smith, and T. Scott. 

The committee has prepared the following 
sketch for publication : 

Maj. Squire Turner departed this life on the 
7th iust. 

lie was a remarkable man in a generation of 
remarkable men. He was born iu ibis county 
January 20, 1793, and resided throughout lite 
in the county. 

He began his training as a lawyer very early 
in life by writing in the clerk's office of the 
Madison circuit court. He was admitted to 
practice at the Richmond bar, March 10th, 
1816, at twenty-three years ol age. At a bar 
distinguished through the State lor its ability, 
by his immeasurable industry und energy and 
zeal in bis profession, be soon won for himself 
distinction and prominence. 

From his first admission to the bar he de- 
voted himself unremittingly lo his professiou, 
except when engaged in public life, until June, 
l-T't. in the counties of Madison, Garrard, and 
Estill, and in the Court of Appeals. And 
even after being stricken down and prostrated 
upon his bed by paralysis, following the long 
habits of his mind nud the great business of 
his life, the practical details of his prolession 
continued to be of great interest to him, and 
to some extent to occupy him. During this 
long period at the bar he never missed a court 
in his own county, uud but one iu Garrard and 
Estill. The practice of the law was his ab- 
sorbing passion and happiness, and in it he 
made, to the last degree, the use of his abili- 
ties. He was as long and unremittingly nt (lie 
bar, acquired as extensive a knowledge of the 
law, and performed as great an amount of pro- 
fessional labor ns any man of his day iu Ken- 
tucky, and perhaps iu any Stale or country. 
His physical constitution and almost uninter- 
rupted good health Were equal to his wonder- 
ful mental activity, and enabled him to sustain 
an amount of lubor which few men could 
undergo, and fewer still would have been wil- 
ling to undergo. His viltgance and alerlitess, 
joined with his knowledge of the law, famil- 
iarity with the rules of practic, aud bis skill 
as a practitioner, rendered him always a for- 
midable opponent, and were of service to the 
members o: ihe bar al which he practiced, re- 
quiring the closest care and attention iu the 
preparation and management ot causes. 

His labors as a lawyer have beep of signal 
service to the professiou in the State, as his 
great perseverance and laborious research have 
caused to he gathered up ami incorporated iu 
the decisions of our courts principles heretofore 
lying latent upon the surface of the common 
law, or seemingly hidden in the depths of 
equity jurisprudence. 

Major Turner was elected fire times to the 
lower house of the Legislature, was a distin- 
guished and prominent member of the conven- 
tion which formed the new Constitution iu 
1819, and was one of the committee appointed 
to revise the statutes of the State. In nil of 
these responsible and honorable positions he 
discharged his duty lo the satisfaction of his 
constituents, and rendered most efficient aud 
marked service by his great practical ability 
und experience as a lawyer, aud by entering 
into his labors with that energy, zeal, and in- 
defatigable industry which to characterized 
him in nil things aud all times. He was public 
spirited, and always a friend to the cause of 
internal improvement. 

In 1819 he married Miss Elizabeth Stone, 
who survives him, commanding in her vencr- 
! able age, as through her long life of unobtru- 
sive worth, the universal esteem of the coiu- 
i mtiuilv. 



The New Departure. 

We believe the New Departure is utterly 
wrong in principle, and a fatal error in policy. 
Before the New Departure the Democratic 
party was a unit, and the Republicans were 
greatly divided upon the reconstuction of tho 
Southern States. The injustice, unconstitution- 
ality, and gross usurpation were beginning lo 
be in every section admitted.

Are wc to light on the old, well-marked and 
selected line, or in the hour of victory to ground 
our arms and march prisoners, bag and bag- 
gage, horse, foot and artillery, into Ihe camp 
of the enemy ? No! will leap ns loudly from 
the lips of millions as the red live lightning 
leaps from its fiery home. 

We wish to "agitate," because we believe 
the storms of freedom are better than the 
calms of despotism. We wish to speak with 
no double tongue; we wish not to worship 
any two-faced Janus. We believe when God 
places an individual or nation in a situation 
lhat a lie must be spoken or acted to save hie, 
then the time is come when that individual or 
nation should die. 

We hear much said about policy. Policy is 
but another name for deceit. It has destroyed 
more meu and nations than it ever saved. It 
is only the false homage paid to virtue by vice. 
If Radicalism is true, let us "accept the situa- 
tion" in good faith ; if false, let us make no 
New Departures, but fight it boldly to the 
bitter end. We are told by the highest author- 
ity that the end never justifies the means. 
However noble the end. it should be sacrificed 
when demanded by truth, justice and honor.

very marked. The physicians ascribe this to 
the relaxing influence of the weather, and 
recommend parents to be very cautious how 
children are exposed to the mid day'ssun, and 
advise great care in the diet of old as well as 
young, avoiding unripe fruit or stale vegeta- 
bles.

LOXGFELLOW-HIS ;GJE/VT EACE — THE 
FASTEST TIME ON RECOBD. 

In our last we announced that Longfellow 
— not the poet, but John Harper's four year 
old, son of Leamington — had astounded the 
world by winning the Saratoga Cup, a 2j£ 
mile dash, in the astonishing time of4:02 :t 4 '_ 
The report by telegraph proved true, though 
now comes another report, which it will take 
a day or two to decide, which is, that Long- 
fellow has been sold to an Englishman for 
the sum of jJIOO.CXX), a nice, snug pile for a 
poor man man like Harper, who is not worth 
m>re than twice that sum already , and does'nt 
look like he was worth acont. The following 
is the account of the race at Saratoga, from 
the World of Saturday : 

THE SARATOGA CUP. 

The second race was the great event of the 
season being a contest for the Saratoga Cup, 
for all ages ; $50 entrance fee ; play or pa 1 ; 
$1,000 added; distance, two and a quarter 
miles. There were twelve entries for the cup, 
but the great reputation of John Harper's 
Lcnmington horse, Longfellow, and August 
Belmont's Lexington colt, Kingfisher, deterred 
all the others froin starting. The odds were in 
favor of Longfellow at about two to one before 
the start, and increased rapidly throughout the 
race, $100 to $8 being freely orTcred that Long- 
fellow would win as he struck into the second 
quarter of the last mile. The time was re- 
markably fast, the tirst mile being run in 1.40. 
The start was made from the three-quarter pole 
at the head of the stretch. Longfellow had a 
little the best of it in the start and led down 
the stretch at a slashing pace. As the flyers 
dashed past the stand Longfellow had opened 
a g.ip or three lengths on Iris competitor, but 
did not seem disposed to delay any on that 
account, but ran as if for his life. For the 
next mile the two ran ns il Kingfisher were 
Longfellow's shadow, his lighter color helping 
to complete the illusion. As they approached 
the stand the second time Longfellow increased 
his pace a trille and left his shadow six lengths 
in the rear. Going from the quarter to I he 
halt-mile pole Kiugfisher picked up 11 little, 
and reduced the lead to four lengths. At the 
turn in the home-stretch for tire last time 
Longfellow was leading six good lengths again, 
and caure down to the stand under a pull, with 
Swim looking back over his shoulder aud reg- 
ulating the pace of the great Leamington by 
the movements of Palmer on Kiugfisher. 
Longfellow led across the score by three 
lengths. Kingfisher made a splendid display 
ol speed in the first line, and gave great satis- 
faction to M r. Belmont, who expected him to 
be beaten by a hundred yards or more. As 
may readily be supposed the Kentuckians were 
in high glee again to-day, and that gentleman- 
ly old veteran of the turr, John Harper, almost 
renewed his youth. The time made in the first 
mile was intended to be kept a secret, so the 
readers of the following figures are respectfully 
requested not to tellanjbody : First mile, time, 
1:40 ; time of race, 4:02$.

Sonve Facts about Intemperance. 

Tbe State Board of Health of Massachusetts 
have embodied in their second annual report 
some curious facts about intemperance. It 
seems that drunkenness has been greatly on 
the increase in France for come time past, and 
bas been productive of much crime nnd suffer- 
ing. Doubtless many of the mad deeds which 
are now being committed in Paris, are due to 
the demon of wine, or some more powerful 
alcoholic stimulant. Yet drinking does not 
always seem to produce intemperance; for in 
Italy every man drinks wine, and some take 
brandy, rum and beer, yet intemperance is 
not a prominent evil there. So in Athens, 
Greece, a city of some 50,000 inhabitants, only 
42 deaths from intemperance have occurred 
in 10 years. In Switzerland tbey drink beer 
and wine without evil effects, though the 
schnapps and potato brandy, the peasant's drink 
often get them into trouble. At liremen, too, 
wine and beer ire used in unlimited quantities 
without evil effects, but in Cologne, 75 per 
cent, of the crime is traceable to hard drink. 

In 1868, in Ireland, "6,000 persons were ar- 
rested for drunkenness, and the cost of the 
domestic and foreign spirits consumed was 
over $37 50 for every family. In 1869, nearly 
nine hundred million of gallons of beer and 
ale were consumed in England and Scotland, 
besides fifteen million gallons of foreign wine 
nnd thirty million gallon of spirits. This 
immense consumption of liquor causes three 
fourths of the crime in those countries. 

The constant increase of crimes committed 
tinder the inlluence of liquor has led to the in- 
troduction of a new licensing law in England, 
with a view of restricting the sale of liquor by 
reducing the number of public houses, which 
now average one to every 182 persons — to say 
nothing of the wholesale stores, or those where 
liquor is sold not to be drank on the premises. 
There is quite an citeusive total abstinence 
party in Great Britain, but the most it bas 
ever attempted, in the way of legislation, was 
to try to have a law passed granting to a cer- 
taiu majority of tbe tax-payers of a community 
power to prohibit the sale ot liquor within its 
limits. In the course of the debate on this 
licensing bill, reference was made to the plan 
adopted at Wurletnburg, where the Government 
owns all the liquor stores, placing them in 
charge of a Government oflic r. It is made 
the interest of this ofiicial to sell as little liquor 
nnd as much coffee aud tea as possible, since he 
is allowed a per centage on all sales of these 
milder beverages. Such a plan would hardly 
work well, either in this country or in England; 
but it is said, to be a valuable auxiliary in pro- 
moting sobriety among the Wuitemburgers. 

It is noteworthy in this connection, that at 
a recent meeting of the superintendents and 
directors ot the inebriate asylums, held iu 
Philadelphia, an association was formed for 
the cure ot inebriates. Ill the declaration of 
the principles of this association, it was set 
forth that "intemperance is a disease, curable 
in the same sense that other diseases are,'' and 
that "every large cily should have its local or 
temporary home lor inebriates, and that the 
law should recognize intemperance as a dis- 
ease." 

This view of the case scem9 to be gaining 
ground with the public; but it will take uiant 
years to work it out in all its practical bear™ 
ings. Inebriate homes are certaiuly springing 
up all over the country, and many who enter 
them as patients are retained as officers and 
managers, or become connected with similar 
reformatory Institutions. It is also a signifi- 
cant fact, that a bill has been introduced in the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, proposing to grant 
permission to persons to record before a mag- 
istrate a pledge to abstain from drinking intox- 
icating liquors, nnd punishiug a breach of the 
pledge so recorded by imprisonment. The 
plan of treating inebriates as diseased persons 
nt once raises them from the condition of 
abandoned wretches, aud entitles them to the 
same consideration we extend to the insane. 
It would seem, therefore, that while intemper. 
ance is still tbe cause of more than half of the 
crimes committed in the world, tbe unfortu- 
nates who have acquired a thirst for intoxicat- 
ing drink have a better chance for reformation 
now than ever before, n hill) is a gratifying aud 
decided step in advance.

The Boy of the Period. 

Everybody has seen the boy of the perioi ! 
His face hangs on the show-board in front ot 
the photographers. He is on exhibition for 
awhile every fair evening on the corners of 
conspicuous streets. Ho is carefully and ex- 
quisitely dressed, wears delicate kids; twirls 
a light stick; puffs a fragrant cigar; eyes 
every young lady that may chance to pass, and 
gives bis opinion ol her at once while her ears 
are in reach. Having finished his street per- 
formance, he lounges into a billiard saloon, 
nourishes his cue, drinks his drinks, pays for 
them with ostentatious parade of his indiffer- 
ence to money, and then sallits out in search 
of home or ol some other place. 

The boy of the period is a great reader. He 
is familiar with "Our Best Society," "The 
Day's Doings,'' and all the pictorial literature 
which draws its embellishments from a lewd 
imagination. He detests reading of a solid 
kind as being unworthy the attention of a 
modern young geutleman. His taste is too 
fine and fanciful to be regaled with the vulgar 
lood of useful knowledge. He glances his eye 
now and then over the leading daily prints, but 
if be fails to find in them some rousing sensa- 
tional record of crime, he tosses them away in 
disdain. He has heard of tLe library, but 
deems it of no use to him — it may serve plod- 
ding blockheads very well. 

The boy of the period is a genius. He is 
above work, and has a clerkship; but he has 
no intention of passing his years in the dull 
routine of a prolession, trade, or craft. He is 
too smart for all that. He needs money, for he 
has the habit of a spendthrift. 

Chance is Protean. Honesty is straight-for- 
ward, nnd has a single eye. The boy of the 
period worships chance, and wails daily at her 
shriuc. At length he sails in; makes a ven- 
ture, in some form, and luck, the deceiver, at 
first i3 on his side. Suddenly luck lias turned 
against him. He fights against his luck des- 
perately; flounders into a crime; is detected, 
arrested, imprisoned, and punished. Then the 
boy of the period gets his face into the rogues' 
gallery, and himself among the criminal classes. 

Such is a brief outline of the biography 
which very nearly describes the line of tile 
along which a good many young men aro 
traveling. A little reflection on their part 
might induce them to choose a better and safer 
path. 

Sulphuric Acid for Destroying Weeds in 
Lawns. — A writer in an English journal sug- 
gests the use of ordinary sulphuric acid or oil 
of vitriol, as an excellent agent for the destruc- 
tion of weeds on lawns. The difficulty of 
eradicating such unsightly elements of the 
lawn is well understood, since to do so satis- 
factorily requires tbe removal of a large 
amount of dirt, producing a corresponding in- 
jury to the general appearance. By taking the 
acid in question, and allowing a few drops to 
fall into the crown of any obnoxious weeds, it 
will turn them brown in an instant, aud ulti- 
mately cause the death of the plant. Great 
care must of course be taken to prevent any of 
the acid from falling upon the skin, or any nr- 
ticle of clothing; but with ordinary care a 
large amount of service can be treated in a 
short time with most excellent results. 



Russian Method of Preserving Fruit. — 
A method of preserviug fruit, quite frequently 
adopted iu Russia, consists on slacking fresh 
lime by sprinkling it with water and adding a 
little creosote. The fruit is to be packed in 
wooden boxes, with a layer of the prepared 
chalk powder of an inch in depth at the bot- 
tom. This layer is to be first covered with a 
sheet of paper, and upon it the fruit is to be 
laid so as not fo touch each other. On the first 
layer of fruit another sheet of paper is placed, 
with the powder sprinkled over it, and a sheet 
of paper over this; upon this another layer of 
Iruit is spread, as before, and the process con- 
tinued until the box is lull. The corners may 
then be filled with charcoal. If n tight-fitting 
cover is put on the box, the fruit, it is said, 
will maintain its freshness for at least a year.
